Darren has recorded with the Juno-nominated Youth Outreach Mass Choir, 
the Juno Award-winning Toronto Mass Choir and with the PowerUp Chorale, an ad hoc 
vocal ensemble the forms each year at Toronto Mass Choirs annual PowerUp Gospel 
Music Workshop.
